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HORRIFIED onlookers have 
told of the moment a 
helicopter plummeted to the 
ground, killing the pilot. 

Pat Masterson was walking his 
dog last Friday when the aircraft 
exploded and fell to the ground in 
front of him. 

The tragedy happened at 11.30am at 
the former airfield in Witchford, close to 
Lancaster Way. 

Mr Masterson was the first on the 
scene and rushed to the aircraft to help. 

But the pilot, a man from Kent, who 
was the only person on board, was 
already dead. He was was expected to be 
named by police later this week. 

Mr Masterson, who lives in Stretham 
and runs Stretham Stores, said: “I heard a 
helicopter coming and looked up in the 
sky to see it. As it was right above me, 
there was a massive bang and it appeared 
to explode in the sky. 

“It came plummeting down to the 
ground. It all happened so fast. I thought 
it was going to crash on top of me or the 
dog so we quickly got out the way. 

“I then put the dog inside the nearest 
house, dialled 999 and ran back to the 
field. I was the first on the scene. I could 
see the body of a man half inside the 
helicopter and half outside. 

“There was a strong smell of petrol and

I automatically feared the worst. It was 
obvious he was dead but I touched his 
wrist just in case. There was nothing.” 

Another witness, posting on Cambridge 
News Online, the website of our sister 
paper, said: “I was at the tea stall on 
Lancaster Way when it happened. All we 
heard was a judder and spluttering from 
the engine. It went silent for a second, 
then there was a big thud. 

“About four of us drove to the fence 
near the field to see if we could see 
anything. One of us called the emergency 
services and there was two police cars 
there within three minutes. Lots more 
followed along with ambulances and fire 
engines.” 

The pilot was pronounced dead at the 
scene. It is believed he was flying from 
Manston Airport in Kent to Fenland 


Airfield, near Spalding in Lincolnshire. 

Deborah French, a spokeswoman for 
Fenland Airfield, said: “We were expecting 
a man to arrive at Fenland Airfield 
yesterday. 

“He was due to come from Manston 
Airport and stop here to refuel before 
travelling elsewhere.” 

Builders working at the Lancaster Way 
Business Park saw the crash and said the 
helicopter “dropped out the sky”. 

A spokeswoman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said: “Our hazardous 
area response team attended the 
incident, as well as the air ambulance, but 
the man, whose age is not known, was 
sadly declared deceased on scene.” 

Police have confirmed the man’s next of 
kin have been informed. The incident

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Police in 
move to 
cut costs 

POLICE services in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire face privat¬ 
isation in an attempt to 
reduce costs. 

Plans to team up with a 
private organisation for 
non-frontline areas could 
be given the green light 
amid 20 per cent budget 
cuts to the constabulary. 

A report by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police Autho¬ 
rity details how the force 
has investigated the 
privatisation plan. 

It says: “This work 
entailed ‘soft market’ 
testing with four suppliers 
and work with the Home 
Office to better under¬ 
stand how the comm¬ 
ercial sector views the 
police market.” 

The authority has 
agreed a “business case 
should be developed for a 
‘partnering’ approach 
with a commercial pro¬ 
vider for delivery of 
organisational support 
services within our three 
forces”. The forces are 
Cambridgeshire, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Bedford¬ 
shire. 

Ruth Rogers, chairman 
of Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, said: “It is still 
very early days and at this 
stage we are just looking 
at the options available to 
us.” 

The process comes after 
David Cameron last year 
unveiled the biggest 
shake-up of the public 
services in half a century, 
which will see parts of the 
police service privatised. 


Reaching

EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) is 
pledging to improve the 
bond between the civilian 
community and local 
armed forces. 

The authority has 
signed up to the Comm¬ 
unity Covenant, which is 
an initiative led by the

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of community 
and environment sub¬ 
committee at ECDC, said: 
“In East Cambridgeshire, 
we have a strong tradition 
of backing our soldiers, 
sailors and airmen and 
women so we are proud to 
sign up to the covenant. 

“The next stage is to 
look at how we use this as 
an opportunity to work 
together across the county 
to ensure we develop 
communities which 
include us all.” 


Five more fear for jobs 
in hospital shake-up 



Two hurt 
as winds 
halt train 

TWO train passengers were hurt as 
fierce winds smashed windows, 
snapped power cables and felled trees 
last week, causing injuries and leading 
to rush-hour misery. 

Wind speeds of up to 50mph hit the 
Ely area last Wednesday and Thursday. 

Two people were injured when the 
high winds shattered the window of 
their train carriage and damaged 
overhead cables. 

The incident happened on the tracks 
near Queen Adelaide. Ambulance crews 
reported that one casualty suffered a 
head injury and another a leg wound in 
the incident at 7.20am on Thursday. 

The remaining 150 passengers were

transferred to buses to continue their 
journey between Wisbech and London, 
and buses replaced trains between Ely 
and Downham Market throughout the 
day. 

Rail operator First Capital Connect 
said it was investigating why the window 
smashed. 

Motorists were also affected when 
trees across the region fell victim to the 
storms, blocking roads. 

Among the blocked routes were Camel 
Road in Littleport and Upware Road in 


Upware. 

Residents are being urged to not put 
themselves in danger if the gales return 
to the region. 

Ryan Stacey, group commander for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “Strong winds can cause 
lots of issues such as trees, electricity 
pylons and fences blowing down. 

“We would urge people to respect the 
damage that the wind can cause and not 
to put themselves in unnecessary 
danger.” 


Works team tackles vacant site 


A PIECE of land which 
backs onto the grounds 
of Ely Cathedral is being 
cleared. 

Workmen moved 
onto the land, at the 
rear of shops in Three 
Cups Walk, which backs 
onto the grounds of The 
Almonry, this week. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, the area 
has been overgrown 
and vacant for some 
time and residents have 
been calling for it to be 
tidied. 

It is believed the land

has been bought by Ely-

An Ely business¬ 
woman, who did not 
want to be named, said:

“He plans to build 
one or two shop units 
on it and have 
apartments above those 
units. 

“The plans sound 
really nice and it would 
be great to see the land 
developed. It is very 
close to the cathedral 


do I think the planners 
will be strict about the 
design. 

“I think it will be a 
while before the formal 
plans are put forward 
but workmen have now 
started to clear the site.” 

Mr Walton was 
unavailable for comm¬ 
ent. 

A cathedral spokes¬ 
woman confirmed the 
land was not previously 
owned by the cathedral 
but belonged to the 
owner of the buildings 
in Forehill, which front 
the land. 


A FURTHER five jobs 
could be axed at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

Last week, bosses at the 
Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Services NHS Trust 
confirmed they have 
decided to close the 
hospital’s main reception 
by March 1. 

Now Anglia Support 
Partnership (ASP) has 
confirmed it wants to 
scrap the hospital’s 
switchboard services and 
relocate them to Hunting¬ 
don. 

Although the move has 
not yet been approved, 
five employees have been 
placed at risk of redun¬ 
dancy. ASP insists it will 
work to redeploy those 
staff elsewhere but admits 
all five jobs could go. 

The closure of the 
reception could lead to 
one part-time employee 
being made redundant. 

A Littleport woman, 
who did not want to be 
named, believes the entire 
hospital is at threat of 
closure. 

She said: “There will be 
nobody on the hospital’s 
reception at night. 

“If the whole idea is to 
begin the closure of the 
hospital altogether, then 
they certainly appear to be 
going in the right 
direction. 

“We need this hospital 
desperately. Our doctors 
are overburdened and the 
new housing estates get 
bigger and bigger yet our 
facilities get smaller and 
smaller. Our vulnerable 
citizens get more and 
more neglected.” 

Patients are also worried 
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that they and others will 
struggle to find the correct 
department if there is 
nobody to assist them. 

But the trust insists that 
signage and appointment 
cards will be improved to 
help patients find the 
clinic they are attending. 

A spokeswoman for ASP 
insists getting rid of the 
hospital’s switchboard will 
not affect patients. 

She said: “In the 
consultation, it is pro¬ 
posed that switchboard 
services from the hospital 
are moved to ASP’s existing 
switchboard at Kingfisher 
House, Huntingdon, 
during daytime hours and 
the night-time service will 
be outsourced via a tender 
process. 

“One member of ASP’s 
switchboard staff has been 
redeployed into a new job. 
There are five other staff 
who have been placed at 
risk of redundancy. 

“ASP is still working with 
these staff to look at 
redeployment oppor¬ 
tunities within ASP, and 
the wider local NHS. 

“When the switchboard 
transfers, there will no 
effect on the telephone 
service for local patients. 
Local patients will be put 
through to whatever 
department they require 
and there will be no loss of 
service. 

“As part of the transfer 
process, these switchboard 
staff will visit The Princess 
of Wales Hospital to 
familiarise themselves 
with the site layout and to 
gain valuable local know¬ 
ledge.” 


Projects’ cash boost 


PLANS to build a new 
games area in Ely and 
improve facilities at Little- 
port’s medical centre have 
come a step closer. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
has awarded funds 
totalling more than 
£120,000 to community 
projects. 

The City of Ely Council 
has been handed £42,573 
to help build a new multi¬ 
use games area in New 
Barns Avenue, Ely. 

It has also been given 
£12,900 to help upgrade 
the skate park in St fohns 
Road, Ely, which will 
include introducing noise 
reduction measures. 

Littleport Parish Coun¬ 
cil has also received 
£42,959 worth of funding. 

The grant will be spent 
on improving car parking 


and lighting at the village’s 
St George’s Medical 
Centre, and to buy the 
redundant toilets in the 
High Street. 

The money will also be 
used to upgrade the 
outdoor play areas in Croft 
Road and Parsons Lane. 

ECDC has also awarded 
Aldreth Community 
Association £6,527 to 
upgrade the outdoor 
surface of the play area at 
the village centre, and 
Chippenham Parish 
Council has received 
£10,000 for new nets to 
develop junior cricket and 
help with coaching. 

Fordham Parish Council 
has received £9,600 to 
help with the design and 
submission of a planning 
application for a new 
football and cricket 
pavilion in the village.

Aldi told to make 
fresh store plans 


Lidl proposal gets mixed reception 


SHOPPERS are 
backing Lidl’s plans 
to build a new store 
in Angel Drove, Ely - 
although councillors 
have concerns. 

Worries centre 
around the impact 
the store could have 
on Ely’s high street 
and increased traffic. 

A statement from 
the planning 
committee added: 
“Members expressed 
concern on the 


implications of retail 
development in this 
area as to whether it 
fitted the vision of the 
Ely Masterplan in the 
long term.” 

The Ely Traders 
Association (ETA) is 
also urging planning 
chiefs not to support 
out-of-town 
development. 

Lidl failed to build 
a food store in Ely in 
2007and 2008-but 
now bosses want to 


build a non-food 
store instead. 

Local resident 
Steve Wilson 
described the news as 
“fantastic” 

He added: “ We are 
desperate for this 
type of service and 
not having it in Ely 
city centre is a terrific 
idea as 80 per cent of 
East Cambridgeshire 
residents do not live 
in Ely.” 

Fiona Miller, from 


Ely, said: “I am sick of 
hearing Ely’s 
shopkeepers 
moaning that out-of- 
town development 
will affect their trade. 

“Ely is lagging well 
behind most other 
cities and towns 
when it comes to 
shopping. The city 
centre doesn’t offer 
anything unless 
you’re after a coffee 
or something from a 
charity shop.”

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BUDGET supermarket 
chain Aldi has been 
forced to re-apply for 
planning permission to 
build a store in Ely. 

It was in May 2008 that 
bosses at the retail giant were 
given the go-ahead to build 
two retail units at the former 
Thurlow Nunn Standen 
(TNS) site in Lisle Lane. 

As is the case with the 
majority of proposals which 
are granted planning 
permission, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) 
made it a condition that work 
on the site started within 
three years of the approval 
being made. 

Almost four years later, no 
work has yet begun. 

In September last year, Aldi 
submitted revised plans to 
ECDC, which included 
building just one food store 
and dropping plans for a 
non-food unit. 

Bosses also decided they 
wanted to change the store’s 
pedestrian link so that it was 


via Forehill, Ely, instead of 
The Vineyards - something 
which proved controversial 
with residents in The Vine¬ 
yards and traders in Forehill, 
who insisted the link should 
be via their shops to boost 
footfall. 

But ECDC has told Aldi the 
revised proposals are now out 
of date and that a new set of 
plans need to be submitted. 

A letter from Alastair Close, 
representing Aldi’s agents, 
Planning Potential, to the 


council’s head of planning, 
Giles Hughes, said: “Since the 
earlier permission was 
granted, there have been 
various changes in Ely, 
including permission for a 
new Sainsbury’s store. 

“Consequently, it has been 
necessary to review the 
permitted scheme on the TNS 
site to reflect these changes.” 

Mr Close said the removal 
of the non-food unit “allows 
for an improved car park 
layout, as well as freeing up 


space as a result of the 
reconfigured access to 
accommodate the Sains¬ 
bury’s scheme”. 

He said relocation of the 
pedestrian route would “help 
to stimulate linked trade with 
shops and services within the 
extended frontage”. 

A decision on the new 
plans will be made within the 
next 13 weeks.

A REVIEW of councill¬ 
ors’ allowances at an 
authority which botched 
a 25 per cent rise could 
be completed by the end 
of March. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council is set to 
invite applications from 
the public for a new 
independent remun¬ 
eration panel which will 
consider members’ pay 

Monitoring officer 
Quentin Baker proposes

He says adverts will 
invite applicants to put 
their names forward, 
and that interest groups 
such as health services 
and residents’ assoc¬ 
iations will be asked to 
propose representatives.

Dad gets 
ban from 
driving 

A FATHER has lost his 
licence and been fined 
£600 for drink-driving 
after he claimed he did 
not realise how strong his 
beer was. 

Michael Robinson, 60, 
of Law Close, Littleport 
pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court to driving his 
Mazda RX in Chief Street, 
Ely, on December 17, 
when his alcohol level 
was above the limit. 

He told the court: “It 
was a mistake to drink 
beer that night. I didn’t 
realise how strong it 
was.” 

A test showed he had 
51 mg of alcohol in 100ml 
of breath. The legal limit 
is 35mg. 

Robinson told the 
court losing his licence 
would affect his job, but 
he was more worried 
about not being able to 
see his son, who lives 
with his mother. 

He was banned for 14 
months, fined £600, 
ordered to pay costs of 
£85 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £15. 


Safety group presents 
its 800 -name petition 


A PETITION calling for major 
road safety improvements has 
been presented to council 
bosses. 

More than 800 people signed a petition 
asking for a reduced speed limit in St 
lohn’s Road, Ely, as well as pedestrian 
crossings, speed bumps and better signs. 

Parents say numerous children have 
been clipped by vehicles near the school 
and claim it is only a matter of time 
before a serious or fatal accident occurs. 

Mum-of-two Zoe Camilleri, 31, of 
Churchill Close, spearheaded the 
campaign and has now presented it to 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet. 

Steve Criswell, the council’s cabinet 
member for community infrastructure, 
has promised to visit the road this month, 
along with other highways bosses. 

Mrs Camilleri said: “St lohn’s Road has 
a primary school, a playing field, a Scout 
hut, a skate park and a basketball court 
and is used by hundreds of children every 
day, but all we have for our children to 
cross the road is a useless zebra crossing. 

“I was crossing the road recently with 
my 6-year-old son, Aidan, and young 
daughter, Ava, when Aidan was clipped 
by a car.

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“The same has happened to numerous 
children in recent months and it is only a 
matter of time before a child is seriously 
hurt or even killed. 

“We need major safety improvements 
before something bad happens - not 
afterwards.” 

She added: “We need the speed limit 
reduced from 30mph to 20mph, we need 
clear signage alerting motorists that 
children are in the area, plus we need 
proper pedestrian crossings.” 

There are also campaigns calling for 
pedestrian crossings and safety improve¬ 
ments in Ely’s Downham Road and 
outside Spring Meadow Primary School 
in High Barns. 

Discussions between concerned 
parents, councillors and the schools in 
both roads are ongoing. The county 
council insists it takes all road safety 
issues seriously but says that with 
funding being tight, it has to prioritise 
which roads are improved first. 

The authority says neither St lohn’s 
Road, Downham Road nor High Barns are 
currently classed as dangerous routes. 


Home plan gets go-ahead 


PLANS to build 39 homes on derelict land 
in Littleport have been given the go-ahead 
- despite parish council concerns. 

Grantchester Construction Ltd has 
been given planning permission to 
develop the Old Station Goods Yard in 
Station Road. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee approved the 
scheme on fanuary 4, subject to con¬ 
ditions. 

The land’s owner, local businessman 
Stephen Layn, secured planning 
permission to develop the land in 2008. 

The original plan was to build 48 
dwellings on the brownfield site, although 
that has now been reduced to 39 following 
concerns from residents and Littleport 
parish councillors. 

The parish council was still concerned 
about 39 homes being built and insisted it 


should have been cut to 36. However 
planning officer Lucie Turnell described 
the proposals as “suitable”. 

She said: “The site is subject to a 
number of constraints, including the 
railway line, the narrowness of the site, its 
visibility from Station Road and the 
inadequacy of the existing access. 

“However, it is considered that this 
design has maximised opportunities, 
whilst dealing with those constraints, to 
achieve the best development possible for 
this site.” 

A spokesman for Grantchester 
Construction said the development will 
be strongly influenced by Victorian 
railway architecture and will be a mix of 
properties. 

Twelve of the 39 homes will be 
affordable housing. Only one letter of 
objection was received.

Jail for man who terrorised teen girlfriend

A FATHER has spoken of his 
relief after a violent thug who 
punched his daughter so hard 
he ruptured her kidney was 
jailed for four years. 

Thomas Graham-Hagg 
terrorised his 19-year-old 
partner with a string of attacks 
during a “volatile relationship” 
last summer, while she was 
living with her 1-year-old 
daughter in Chatteris, a court 
heard. 

The 21-year-old, of 
Rathmore Road, Cambridge, 
hit, strangled, pinned down 
and threw a vegetable knife at 
his girlfriend on different 
occasions. The violence 
culminated in an argument 
last August when he punched 


her in the stomach and left her 
with severe breathing 
difficulties. 

Huntingdon Crown Court 
was told that the teenager had 
twice attempted suicide 
because of her torment. 

Before sentencing him, 
fudge Nicholas Coleman told 
Graham-Hagg: “This is one of 
the worst domestic violence 
cases that I have had to listen 
to.” 

fames Earle, mitigating, said 
that Graham-Hagg had found 
it difficult to control his 
temper from a young age 
because he suffered from 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD). 

He said: “The defendant had 


a history of ADHD which his 
parents have agreed was 
difficult to control. 

“While I am not excusing 
what he did it was also clear 
that the couple were involved 
in a volatile relationship from 
both sides.” 

Graham-Hagg also received 
a restraining order which 
prohibits him from going 
within 100 yards of the 
woman’s new home in 
Cambridge. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
her father told the Weekly 
News : “When we heard about 
the attack we were devastated.

A WOMAN who has turned her life 
around by losing weight is now 
helping to inspire others to do the 
same.

In less than 20 
weeks, she has lost a 
whopping 2 stones and 
her energy levels have 
risen through the roof. 

Mrs Kidman has got 
such a new zest for life 
that she’s now become 
a Slimming World 
consultant in 
Haddenham. 

She said: “I’ve lost 
two stones which I think is amazing. 
However, I am still dieting and do 
have more to lose.

AMBITIOUS plans to 
open a 22-suite hotel in 
Ely have been given the 
green light by planners. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s (ECDC) 
planning committee has 
granted planning permission 
for Sanctuary Housing’s 
offices in St Mary’s Street to 
be transformed into a hotel. 

The applicant, David 
Toulson-Burke, will now 
convert the offices, opposite 
the city’s tourist information 
centre, into a hotel boasting 
22 suites, a bar, a restaurant 
and a function room, all of 
which will be open to the 
public, as well as guests. 

The development will see 
the reception area at ECDC’s 
offices in Nutholt Lane being 
refurbished to cater for both 
the council and Sanctuary 
Housing. 

All of Sanctuary’s staff who 
deal with customers will work 
from there - a move which 
Sanctuary and the council say 
will improve the service. 
Other staff will be moved to 
another office in Ely. 

Forty one spaces at the car 
park in Barton Road which 
are currently used by 
Sanctuary Housing staff will 
instead be used for hotel 
guests. A valet service is 
proposed to shuttle 
customers and their cars 
between the hotel and the car 
park.

for the proposals, said: “The 
site is constrained by its 
historic heritage and on-site 
restrictions that make 
conversion to a hotel 
challenging. 

“However, the proposal has 
been well presented and the 
applicant has worked with 
officers to resolve initial 
concerns regarding noise and 
highway safety, which have 
also been raised as issues by 
local residents.” 

The council had received 
eight letters of objection from 
residents, who were worried 
about noise pollution, increa¬ 
sed traffic, parking issues and 
the impact on the drains. 

The council has approved 
the proposals although 
conditions must be approved 
by the head of planning. 
These include making it a 
condition that the hotel plays 
no amplified music past 
midnight and only on one 
occasion each week. 

An appropriate noise 
management scheme must 
also be submitted to and 
agreed by the council before 
any building work goes 
ahead. 

Miss Turnell said: “The use 
of a historic building to 
provide much-needed hotel 
accommodation is wel¬ 
comed.”

Image meant to 
show height 

Sir, I was surprised to see the 
computer generated image of “how 
the bypass could look” on your letters 
page (Weekly News, January 5.) When I 
first saw this during the consultation 
exercise in Ely I was assured by the 
CCC representative that it had been 
produced to illustrate the height of the 
viaduct only, and it did not represent 
what it would actually look like as, so 
far as I know, no details of the 
structure have yet been worked out. 

It is likely that this section of the 500m 
long viaduct would need far more 
than the two slender supports shown 
and would be much more substantial 
and intrusive than this image 
suggests. It is also likely to be carrying 
more than one lorry. 

There were three letters in support of 
the Route B bypass, all of which 
ridicule the legitimate concern that 
has been expressed about the visual 
impact of the viaduct upon the setting 
of the cathedral. I would not like to 
think that these and other supporters 
of the scheme have been misled by 
this illustration. It will be far worse 
than this.

noise impact from traffic on the 
elevated road.

Mild winter sparks 


a prickly problem

HEDGEHOGS are suffer¬ 
ing as a result of last year’s 
mild autumn and late- 
starting winter - and 
residents are being urged 
to help them. 

Because it has taken longer 
than usual for the cold spell to 
take a grip, the prickly creatures 
have become confused as to 
when they should be hibernating. 

Ideally, all hedgehogs should 
be in hibernation now. 

But at Companion Care Vets in 
Ely there are still an abundance 
of them being brought through 
the doors by residents who are 
finding them. 

In fact, the surgery has seen 
and treated around four times as 
many hedgehogs during this 
autumn and winter than in 
previous years. 

Ian Hailiday, the surgery’s vet, 
said: “We have seen more 
hedgehogs than ever before. 

“Hedgehogs are very vulner¬ 
able as it is as their numbers are 
reducing year on year. 

“But the mild autumn has been 
particularly hard for them. It’s 
really confused them, which is 


comes through the surgery’s 
doors. 

Hedgehogs which are fit 
enough are treated and then 
returned back to the wild. 

If they are not, they are 
treated and then passed onto a 
dedicated team of hedgehog 
fosterers in the Ely area, all of 
whom work tirelessly to feed 
and nurture them so that they 
are healthy enough to be 
released into the wild as soon as 
possible. 

Mr Hailiday said: “All of the 
work with our hedgehogs goes 
on behind closed doors but it is 
a real community effort. 

“We have fosterers who 
dedicate their time to helping 
these creatures and ensuring 
they survive the harsh winter. 

“Hedgehogs have so many 
predators and are vulnerable to 
so many diseases, such as 
lungworm and skin infections, 
that they need all the help they 
can get.” 

If a hedgehog is injured and 
can be saved, Mr Hailiday even 
operates on them. 

If anyone spots a hedgehog 
wandering around aimlessly, 
especially in daylight, or which 
looks sick, take it to Companion 
Care in Newnham Street or the 
nearest vet.

War diaries 
reveal life of 
grandfather 


A DIARY written by a 
serviceman during 
the First and Second 
World Wars has been 
published as a book. 

Patricia Tasker says it 
has been her dream to 
share the journals written 
by her grandfather, Will¬ 
iam E lones. 

Mr lones was in the 
Navy before and during 
the First World War and 
spent time in the Home 
Guard during the Second 
World War. 

Throughout his life, he 
kept a journal, which Mrs 
Tasker did not discover 
until her father died.

Mrs Harrison, who 
edited and published the

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Residents fearful after 
armed robbery at store 



Crime scene:

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VILLAGERS have des¬ 
cribed their horror after 
a post office was raided 
by masked knife- 
wielding thieves. 

Residents in Littleport say 
they are “frightened” after the 
McColl’s post office and 
convenience store, in Main 
Street, was broken into. 

The terrifying raid - the third 
of its kind in Cambridgeshire 
in recent weeks - happened 
just after 5am last Tuesday 

Two masked men armed 
with knives burst their way 
into the store through the rear 
storeroom and held the shop’s 
male assistant manager at 
knifepoint. 

The man, who is unable to 
speak to the Weekly News 
about his ordeal, was assaulted 
and tied up while the thieves 
raided the store’s safe. About 
£6,000 in cash was stolen. 

Officers say the attackers 
used a fluorescent yellow 
newspaper bag to carry the 


cash - and that they made off 
on bicycles. A police hunt is 
now under way. 

Fred Brown, a resident and 
businessman in the village, 
said: “To have one terrifying 
raid like this in Cambridge¬ 
shire is terrible but to have 
three is horrific. 

“It is disgraceful that people 


going about their daily busi¬ 
ness are subjected to such 
frightening things just because 
some thugs want money. 

“This shop worker must 
have been terrified.” 

Similar raids took place in 
Mepal and Bar Hill in 
December. 

Martin Phillips, who lives in 


Main Street, Littleport, said: 
“I’m shocked by what’s 
happened. 

“It’s frightening to think 
there are people out there 
carrying knives and who are 
determined to do anything to 
get their hands on cash. 

“I feel so sorry for people 
running post offices and shops 


as they seem to be extremely 
vulnerable at the moment.” 

Det Sgt Phill Richardson, 
who is investigating the 
robbery, is urging anyone 
with information to call 
police. 

Police are especially keen to 
trace the fluorescent bag and 
the bicycles used in the raid. 

He said: “I would also like 
to speak to anyone who saw 
people hanging around the 
back of the store in recent 
weeks, or who was in the area 
at about 5am. 

“A car was seen pulling up 
outside the store at about 
5am to drop someone off. 

“We are keen to speak to 
the driver or the person who 
was dropped off as they may 
have vital information to 
assist the investigation.” 

The offenders were both 
white, muscular and wore 
balaclavas and dark clothing. 
One was about 6’3”, the other 
5’11”.

Drunken sex attacker took 
victim’s car and crashed it 


A MAN admitted he 
drunkenly attacked and 
sexually assaulted a woman 
before taking and then 
crashing her car. 

Leroy Parker, 22, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court via video 
link from HMP Peterborough 
to 11 offences, many of which 
related to an incident in 
Stetchworth on December 28. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant pushed 
the victim onto her front and 
got on top of her, took off her 
trousers and told her he 
wanted to have sex. Her 
hands were down by her side 
and she couldn’t really move. 

“She tried to wriggle free 
and he grabbed her hair and 
dragged her around.” 

The court heard the victim 
managed to escape, only to 
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hear the sound of her car 
being driven away by Parker, 
who then crashed it into a 
curb. 

Miss Mardell added: “Mr 
Parker then opened the 
bonnet to try to get the car 
started again, but when this 
failed he began to walk off. 

“When police arrested him 
shortly after, he gave them a 
false name, wouldn’t give a 
specimen of breath and had 
drugs on him.” 

Parker, of Cooper’s Close, 
Stetchworth, pleaded guilty 
to sexual assault, aggravated 
vehicle taking and vehicle 
damage, possessing 

cannabis, obstructing a 
constable in execution of 


their duty, driving while 
disqualified, driving without 
insurance, and failing to 
provide a specimen for 
analysis. 

He also admitted to four 
other offences which took 
place in Soham on November 
2 - taking a vehicle and 
driving it dangerously on the 
A142, driving when 
disqualified, failing to stop 
and driving without insur¬ 
ance. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
asked for sentencing to be 
adjourned for a pre-sentence 
report to be put together. 

Presiding magistrate Rosie 
Spencer ordered Parker to 
appear in person at the court 
on Friday, January 20 to be 
sentenced. 

He will be remanded in 
custody until this date. 


Future of city Millets store hangs in 
the balance as parent firm is sold 


ELY’S Millets store could close if it is deemed 
as “underperforming”, it has been 
announced. 

Blacks Leisure Group, which owns the 
outdoor clothing and living retail giant, 
announced last week that it was putting itself 
into administration. 

This week the company was sold to JD 
Sports for £20m. 


All Millets stores will continue to trade as 
normal although JD Sports has confirmed 
that any “underperforming stores” would 
close. The company has not yet said how 
many will shut. 

Blacks was put up for sale early last 
December, after it reported that the company 
had made a loss of £16m in the first half of the 
year. 


Deaths 

spark 

warning 

SAFETY bosses have 
issued a fresh alert after 
statistics revealed there 
were two workplace 
deaths and hundreds of 
major injuries in the 
county this year. 

The number of fatal 
incidents at work in 
Cambridgeshire rose in 
2010/11 with two 
deaths compared to 
none in the previous 
year. 

One death was that of 
Christopher Watson, a 
61-year-old amateur 
jockey who died in 
November 2010 while 
exercising a horse in 
Cheveley, and the other 
was Simon Wenn who 
died age 43 after his 
crane fell into the New 
Bedford River in Mepal 
in December 2010. 

In light of this the 
Health and Safety 
Executive is urging 
employers to make the 
safety of their staff a top 
priority for 2012. 

The results also show 
400 people in the 
county suffered major 
injuries while at work, 
which is 39 fewer than 
in 2009/10. 

Simon Longbottom, 
HSE’s operations man¬ 
ager in the East of 
England, said: “These 
statistics highlight why 
we need good health 
and safety in British 
workplaces. 

“Employers should 
spend their time 
tackling the real 
dangers that workers 
face rather than 
worrying about trivial 
risks or pointless paper¬ 
work.”

The Rev Barbara 
Garwood said the 
decision was a “brave” 
one made by worshippers 
and also that the cost of 
maintaining the church, 
which opened in 1881, 
was ever-increasing.

Post complaints 
go up by a third 


COMPLAINTS about postal staff 
leaving cards that claim residents 
were not home when they tried to 
deliver packages have risen by 
more than a third in two years. 

Cambridgeshire people were among the 
32,000 who complained to Royal Mail 
from across the UK during last year after 
being left a ‘sorry, you were out card’ when 
they were at home. 

The figure is 14 per cent higher than 
during 2010, and the 8,500 complainants 
between fune and September last year is 
37 per cent higher than in the same period 
in 2009. 

The Communications Workers Union 
(CWU) have blamed the problem on staff 
being given less time to deliver - 
reportedly as little as 10 seconds per 
house for busy routes. 

A CWU spokesman added a rise in the 
number of packages delivered, due to the 
popularity of online shopping, 
contributed and that the increased 
numbers pushed deliveries back to later 
into the day when customers may no 
longer be home. 

The figures come just weeks after 
residents in the Ely area slammed East 
Cambridgeshire’s postal services as the 
“worst they have ever been”. 

Residents are calling on bosses at Royal 
Mail to improve the area’s postal services, 
insisting collections are unreliable. 

Stephen Payne, from Littleport, said: 
“Are the people of Ely, Littleport and the 
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surrounding villages aware of how bad the 
postal service has become? 

“I have recently missed the last 
collection on many occasions because the 
mail was being collected well before the 
time stated on the post box.” 

Another frustrated resident, Sheila 
larvis, from Soham, said: “Our local postal 
services are the worst they have ever been. 

“Mail is being collected from post boxes 
much earlier than it should be, and that’s 
not on. Why is it happening and why is 
Royal Mail letting it happen?” 

Nick Martens, at Royal Mail, said: “We 
take every complaint seriously and 
continuously strive to improve our 
customer service. 

“We are a delivery company and we 
always seek to deliver first time. If we do 
not deliver to our usual high standard, we 
seek to rectify the situation as soon as 
possible. 

“Where delivery cannot be achieved 
because no one is at home, there are a 
number of options for customers to 
choose from. We deliver one of the 
highest quality postal services in Europe. 
Very few other countries enjoy a six-day-a 
-week service at such a high service 
standard. 

“The number of complaints needs to be 
put in the context of the 59m items of 
mail we deliver every day.”

Council faces 
recycling rap 


CASH-strapped East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil could be punished 
unless it dramatically 
improves its recycling 
rates. 

Recycling levels in East 
Cambridgeshire are continuing 
to fall below target and are 
currently at just 37 per cent - the 
lowest in the region. 

Waste bosses have set 
themselves a target for 2011 /12 to 
recycle 42 per cent of waste but 
figures show that in the second 
half of 2011, only 37.71 per cent 
of the district’s waste was 
recycled. 

It is the second time in 12 
months that the council has 
failed to meet its targets. Its 
recycling rate must be increased 
to 50 per cent by 2020 in order to 
meet EU targets. If not, the 
council could be heavily fined. 

Bosses now plan to improve 
the rate to 42 per cent by the end 
of 2012, and then one per cent 
each year to 50 per cent by 2020. 

But frustrated residents insist

fim Morris, from Haddenham, 
said: “I understand that some 
people living in flats or terraces 
in Ely’s city centre might struggle 
with wheelie bins, and maybe the 
council would have to make 
alternative arrangements for 
those people. 

“But elsewhere, on the 
outskirts of town and in all the 
villages, I think we all need 
wheelie bins. 

“Only then can we actually get 
on with recycling in a normal 
manner.” 

Pat Francis, from Soham, said: 
“East Cambridgeshire is desp¬ 
erately behind the times when it 
comes to recycling. If everyone 
else can do it, why can’t we? 

“A wheelie bin doesn’t take up 
any more room than a dustbin 
does and I know for a fact it 
would dramatically improve the 
recycling rates.” 


Last autumn, it was revealed 
that waste chiefs at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council had offered 
ECDC hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in 2008 to try to improve 
the district’s recycling figures. 

However, that cash was refused 
as the council insisted the cost of 
changing the current waste 
collection contract would have 
been more expensive. 

ECDC is now carrying out a 
review to see how it can improve 
its recycling rates. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of ECDC’s community and 
environment sub-committee, 
said: “We are well aware that we 
need to improve our recycling 
services and we are carrying out a 
root-and-branch review of our 
waste, recycling and street 
cleansing service. 

“Throughout the next few 
months, a cross-party group will 
be looking at all options to 
achieve our goal and ensure we 
have a service which meets the 
needs of our residents, helps the 
authority to achieve EU targets 
and of course is value for money.”

The army were released from Stalin’s 
labour camps when the Soviet Union was 
invaded by Nazi Germany, and made their 
way through a number of countries to join 
with British troops in the Italian 
campaign. 

As part of the project, the students have 
met archivists at the Imperial War 
Museum, Duxford, and the Polish Sikorski 
Museum, and interviewed several Polish 
veterans and their families. 


The transcripts from those interviews 
have formed the basis of a play, Invisible 
Army, which has been written by the 
students with Brian Harvey, from the 
college’s drama department and Mike 
Levy, a professional writer and part of the 
Keystage Theatre Company. 

Mr Levy said: “We are really excited to 
be working with the young people at Ely 
College. 

“The project will bring alive a little- 
known but astonishing episode in Polish- 
British history during the Second World 
War. 

“The research phase and the resulting 


piece of original theatre will bring home 
the impact on the Allied war effort of the 
Polish Free Army after its almost biblical- 
scale exodus from imprisonment in 
Siberia. 

“This is a story which unites the 
heritage of British and Polish people.”

Garden 


A S the ideal gardens 
ambassador for 
this year’s Ideal 
Home Show, TV 
gardening expert Alan 
Titchmarsh needs to stay 
ahead of the times. 

Keeping a keen eye on 
gardening trends, landscaping 
designs and what the public will 
be growing in 2012 and beyond, 
he predicts that the ‘grow your 
own’ campaign will be as strong 
as ever this year. 

“Growing your own will still 
be popular,” he says, “and veg 
can be fitted into pockets on the 
flower border as well as on a 
dedicated veg patch. 

“Climbers on house walls are 
set to make a resurgence - who 
needs to look at boring 
brickwork? Just make sure that 
adequate wire or trellis supports 
are provided. 

“And repeat-flowering roses 
should be in every garden - in 
and among border perennials and 
shrubs - dedicated rose beds are 
now out,” he says. 

Despite heavy TV 
commitments, Titchmarsh will be 
out in his Hampshire garden this 
winter, preparing it for spring 
and beyond. 

“Getting my garden ready for 
spring is something that, like

everybody else, I try to fit in 
around work. But it’s vital and 
my garden is my safety valve as 
well as my canvas. My garden 
has good lines. Perspective, 
proportion and form are every bit 
as important to me as colour. 
There is lots of evergreen topiary 
- clipped box and yew - but 
within the borders there are 
billowing banks of perennials, 
shrubs and roses. 

“I also have a wild flower 
meadow and a wildlife pond, 
providing great entertainment 
and a really good way of doing 
my bit for conservation. My 
garden is my sanctuary.” 

Winter offers time for 
planning new borders and allows 
gardeners time to do jobs little by 
little, he says. 

“The great thing about winter 
is that things move slowly in the 
garden and we have a chance to 
catch up. It’s not all about 


guru 

tidying, though there is some of 
that to do - border perennials to 
cut back (I like to leave some old 
foliage on in winter to help 
insects and birds), the last of the 
leaves to clear up and compost. 

“I lightly fork over the earth 
between plants in early spring, 
working in a sprinkling of blood, 
fish and bone and then, among 
shrubs in particular, I mulch with 
chipped bark to seal in moisture 
and keep down weeds.” 

Winter is a great time to take a 
long, hard look at the garden and 
work out where there are gaps in 
terms of interest, he reflects. 

Deciduous trees and shrubs 
are best planted now (provided 
the soil is not waterlogged or 
frozen) to give them a head start 
in spring, while perennials 
should be ordered now for 
planting in early spring so that 
the year can get off to a flying 
start. 

If the ground’s too hard or wet 
to work on, curl up on a winter’s 
evening with some seed 
catalogues and work out what 
you want to grow this year, 
making your order quickly for 
the best selection, he suggests. 

If you’re creating a new veg 
plot, decide what you like eating 
and how much space such crops 
will take up. Then work out 
sowing and harvesting times so 
that the best use is made of your

veg patch. 

“Order your seeds early and 
store them in a shoebox in order 
of sowing times,” he advises. 

“Don’t sow too much of quick¬ 
maturing crops such as lettuce 
and radish at the same time, but 
make smaller sowings every few 
weeks to ensure a succession of 
tender young crops.” 

Indoors in January and 
February, you can sow geranium 
(pelargonium) seeds early - they 
take a long while to grow and 
will flower sooner if they are 
raised on a warm windowsill. 

Sprout seed potatoes so that 
they get off to a flying start when 
they are planted out later. 

At the Ideal Home Show 2012, 

Titchmarsh will be judging the 
Ideal Young Gardeners of the 
Year competition, in which six 
colleges go head-to-head to 
create sustainable show gardens. 

“We need to do much more to 
promote horticulture as a career 
and to pass on our gardening 
skills. 

“It is the most rewarding of 
jobs, tough at times, yes, but one 
which allows us to do our bit for 
the future of the planet.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address.

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Shop around for Insurance 


THE cost of running a 
car hit many motorists 
hard last year and now, 
in 2012, some people 
may want the ability of 
paying for their car 
insurance in smaller 
monthly instalments to 
keep budgets 

manageable. However, 
failure to identify the 
best value ‘pay monthly' 
option could prove 
costly, according to 
research by Money 
Supermarket, com. 

Driving a car has never been 
cheap, but the rising cost of 
petrol took its toll on motorists 
in 2011. A MoneySupermarket 
poll of over 10,000 
respondents found the main 
impact on personal finances 
last year was high petrol prices 


(42 per cent) so this year Brits 
will no doubt be looking for 
ways to cut the cost of 
motoring. 

Britain’s number one 
comparison site looked at the 
options available to 
consumers who want to pay 
their annual car insurance 
premium in monthly 
instalments rather than pay 
the premium in one lump 
sum. The analysis found most 
insurers charge their 
customers for this privilege; 
those who decide on monthly 
repayments can expect to pay 
on average an additional 10.75 
per cent to the cost of the 
original premium3. This can 
be dramatically reduced 
however, if motorists shop 
around for the best deal - 
some insurers charge as little 
as a 5.34 per cent for the 
convenience of smaller 
monthly repayments. 


Pete Harrison, car insurance 
expert at moneysuper 
market.com, said: “Running a 
car isn’t cheap, made worse by 
the rising fuel costs we have all 
had to find the money to 
cover. Paying a high premium 
upfront for car insurance can 
be another huge strain on your 
finances so paying it monthly 
in smaller, more manageable 
amounts is a good way of 
making your insurance easier 
to afford. However, it’s crucial 
to make sure you’re aware of 
the additional costs involved. 
Motorists should also scour 
the whole market to ensure 
you find the most reasonably 
priced deal. 

Motorists could consider 
other financially-savvy ways to 
spread the cost of their car 
insurance premiums, such as 
using a zero per cent purchase 
credit card. 

Pete Harrison continued: 


“By putting the cost of the 
premium on to a zero per 
cent purchase credit card, 
such as the Tesco Clubcard 
Credit Card which offers 0 per 
cent on purchases for 15 
months, drivers can pay for 
their policy in monthly 
instalments without paying 
interest. There are a number 
of zero per cent purchase 
cards on the market, so if you 
are eligible, you’ll only pay for 
the original price of your 
policy, although check that 
the insurer may charge a 
small fee for paying this way. 

“However, you need to be 
disciplined if you use a credit 
card, and pay off the balance 
before the end of the 
promotional period, and 
within 12 months if the 
promotion is longer otherwise 
you will still be paying when 
your insurance is up for 
renewal.”
